+ And it ſhall come to paſs in the laſt 
days,” ſaith the Almighty, that I will 
pour out my Spirit upon all fleſh; and 
your ſons and your daughters ſhall pro- 
pheſy, your young men ſhall ſee viſions, 
and your old men ſhall dream dreams; 
and on my ſervants, and on my hand- 
maidens, I will pour out, in thoſe days, 
of my Spirit, and they fhall propheſy :

cometh, it is nigh at hand: the earth 
ſhall quake before them, the heavens 


ſhall tremble; the ſun and the moon ſhall 


be dark, and the ſtars ſhall withdraw 


their ſhining. Howl ye, for the day of 


the Lord cometh: it ſhall come às de- 


ſtruQion from the Almighty.”

Woe to you that fay, religion and the 
holy ſcriptures are not things fit to be 
ſpoken of in public : woe to you that are 
ſcoffers of thoſe that ſeek the Lord, that 
tremble at his word: woe to pon that 
offerid one of thoſe little ones in Chriſt, 
viz. the weak in faith: woe to you that 
ſay you are the men that do juſtly,” love 
mercy, and walk humbly with your God, 
and ſtill live in open and wilful diſobe- 
dience and defiance to the divine pres 
cepts, commands, and ordinances. Shall 


ſueh ſinful duſt· and aſhes as you dare to 
be proud? Be aſſured, this is'tior the lan- 


guage of Chrift's elect; they who by 
prayers 
4 
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prayers and tears, and trembling at his 
word, have found no ſuch room to boaſt; 
they find themſelves undone in their own 
ſtrength, and all their beſt performances 
are but as filthy tags; they who by ſelf- 
denial. have taken up their croſs and fol- 
lowed Chriſt, by ſcoffs, ſcorns, deriſions, 
and tnbulations, have far different ideas 


df ſuch holy precepts; but remember; 


thou that canſt make ſo flight of the holy 
ſcriptures, that the grace of God is given 
to every man to profit withal ; he is not 
willing that any ſhould periſh ;' he ſent 
his beloved Son to ſuffer death upon the 
croſs for us all: and what could have 
been done more to his vineyard that he 
has not done in it? Hear his endearing 
words: Turn ye, turn ye; why will 


ve die, O houſe of Iſrael ? ſeeing I have 


no pleaſure in the death of He that dieth, 
faith the Lord God,” 

You ſee, in theſe wards, our Lord ju 
tifieth himſelf, that he is no reſpecter of 
perſons. Thou mayſt ſay, thou haſt been 
under a careleſs miniſter, but this will 
not do fo thy excuſe. - Remember thou 


haſt 


\ . 
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kaſt the word of God before thee, which 
is able to ſhow thee both thy duty and 
his, if thou art not wanting to thyſelf. 
Say not then when theſe diſmal judg- 
ments cometh upon the earth with ven- 
geance upon thee, that thou. couldeſt not 
help it; if the Lord did not give the 
grace, it was not thy fault, &, To this 
J anſwer, Thou art a lar; it was thy 

own carnal will that laid hold on the 
world, the fleſh, and the devil, that thou 
couldeſt take no delight in reading or 
hearing the word of God, which pro- 
voked the Almighty to take thy talent of 
grace from thee, and give it to him that 
had cultivated his to God's glory ; ; for to 
him that hath, it ſhall be given him, and 
he ſhall have abundance ; but to him 

that hath not cultivated to God s glory, 
it ſhall be taken from him, even that 


which he hath, for many are , but 
e choſen. 


But, alas! the carnal maß blindly 
thinks theſe talents are of earthly trea- 


ſure; and becauſe earthly” treaſure = 
multiplied to Him, * readily concludes 
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with himſelf, ſets up himſelf above his 
poorer brother; and lives deliciouſly, 
Dives like, and boaſts that he is greatly 
in favour with his God, and upbraids his 
poor brother as not being a companion fit 
to ſit down, or to diſcourſe with him, 
without it. is to upbraid him with igno- 
rance or careleſſneſs; and that he might 
do better if he would; that his poverty 
is his own fault, with various the like 
expreſſions, little conſidering that divine 
Providence, and infinite Wiſdom, have 
ſent poverty as the greateſt of his bleſ- 
ſings, and riches as the n of his 
curſes. 6 

This ſtumbled no leſs a man than bob 
David, to ſee the wicked in ſuch proſpe- 
rity, 2 and the righteous caſt. down' in ad- 
verſity, until he went into the ſanctuary 
of God, then underſtood he the end of 
theſe things. Thus by pride and the, 
deluſion of riches, I am afraid, thouſands 
and tens of thouſands are led 'captiye by 
the devil at his will. Theſe are they: 
which our Lord ſpeaks of . in the parable,; 
becauſe they * *« ſeeing ſee; not, and bear-, 
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ing they hear not, neither do they under- 


ſtand;” and in them is fulfilled the pro- 
phecy of Iſaiah, which ſaith, By hear- 
ing ye ſhall hear, but ſhall not under- 
ſtand; and ſeeing ye ſhall ſee, and not 
perceive z for this people's heart 19 waxed 
groſs, and their ears are dull: of: hearing; 
and their eyes they have cloſed, leſt at 
any time they ſhould ſee with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and ſhould un- 

derſtand with their heart, and ſhould be 
converted, and I-ſhould heal them?” 
But bleſſed, elect in God through 
Chriſt, are your eyes, for they ſee ; and 
your ears, for they hear; for verily I ſay 


unto you, that many prophets and righ- 


teous men have deſited to ſee thoſe things 
which ye ſee, and have not ſeen them, 
and to hear thoſe things which, ye hear, 
and have not heard them: but the day is 
coming which ſhall declare it by fire, 
who are his; and the fire ſhall try every 
man's work. Then ſhall be known who 
are his; for gold is tried inthe fire, and 
acceptable men in the furnaee of adver- 
fſty. Set not thy heart then upon goods 
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or earthly treaſure, and ſay, I have 
enough for life; this, God knoweth, is 
too much in vogue among us at this day; 
and did thoſe but know what they ſaid, 
it is no leſs than to ſay, I, a creature, 
can live independent of my all-wife Cre- 
ator. But the word of God 1s plain to 
him that underſtandeth, and right to 
them that find knowledge. May God 
direct you ſo to prepare, that the trial of 
your faith be found more precious than 
that of gold tried in the fire, that it might 
be found unto praiſe and glory and ho- 
nour, at the appearing of Jeſus Chriſt. 
Behold he cometh with clouds, and every 
eye ſhall ſee him; and they alſo which 
pierced him ſhall ſee him, and ſhall wail 
becauſe of him: even ſo, Amen. 

The whole ſcripture-prophecies are fo 
full of thoſe dreadful woes that are com- 
ing upon the earth, as forerunneis of 

Chriſt's ſecond coming in the clouds of 
heaven, and his glorious deliverance of 
his elect, both Jews and Chriſtians, that 

1 1 refer you to them for your fuller in- 

1 ſctttuction. And that you may not deſpair

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of his willingneſs to receive you, think 
not that it is given to all his elect to open 
the ſeals of prophecy, no; tlierefore-reſt- 
aflured, if you have denied yourſelves the 
riches, pride, and pleaſures of this ſinful 


world; have boldly taken up your crols, . 


and can bear it with comfort, for his ſake, 
amidſt all the ſcoffs, ſcorns and deriſions 
of a ſinful world, which is ſure to be the 
lot of Chriſt's diſciples, nay it is the very 


badge of his croſs; then may you ſay» 


with comfort, the Spirit of God beareth- 
witneſs with your ſpirit, that you are 
elect in God through Chriſt. Think not 
then that it is this ſin, or that ſin, Will 
exclude you his favour, for alas! the beſt 
men upon earth are but ſinners ; nay in · 
finite Wiſdom, in all ages, has ſuffered 
his beſt ſervants to fall, for the trial of 
their faith, that they 1 * e on 
his atoning mercies. 

As to thoſe who * * 1 
their converſion from ſuch a day, or ſuch!

As all the 
Egyptians was not deſtroyed by the 
plagues of Moſes, ſo neither will all the 
nations be deſtroy ed by thoſe heavy woes 
which are coming upon the carth, except 
the Babylonians and the Chaldeans; theſe 
ſhall be utterly deſtroyed, for ſo it is de- 
termined by the Lord.

dent to thoſe Who ſearch the feriprures

fluence over all the Chriſtian, nations of 


the world ; and would. to God this our 


iſle were not deeply involved in her abo- 
minations! See we not the merchants of 
the earth made rich with her delicacies ? J

ſupported by her? See we not her decked 
in purple and ſcarlet, arrayed with gold,

thing, that ** one day with the Lord is 
as a thouſand years, and a thouſand 
You as one day.” ST 

I have already obſerved, that all the 
types under the law of Moſes ſignified 


ſeven periods, ſeven ſeals, or ſeven thou- 


fand years; yet we don't find by the in- 
ſpired penmen, that the deluge came juſt 
at the expiration of two thouſand 'years, 
nor that our Lord came in the fleſh juſt 


at the expiration of four thouſand years; 


nay, I am fully convinced, our Lord 


came long before the expiration of four 


thouſand years; but I leave thoſe curious 


ſearchers, ; 
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ſearchers, who ſearch gentalogy and the 
traditions of men, to take their own 
way, as «© we have a more ſure word of 
| prophecy, whereunto ye do well that you 
take heed, as unto a light that ſhineth 
in a dark place, until the day dawn, and 
the day-ſtar ariſe in your hearts; know- 
wg this, that no prophecy of the ſcrip- 
ture is of any private interpretation, for 
the prophecies of old time came not by 
the will of man, but holy men of God 
ſpake * they were moyed by the Holy 
Gh | 
Who art thou that fayeſt the Spirit 


has not the ſame influence in man now, 
as it had in the prophets and apoſ- 
tles of our Lord? Is he not the ſame 
Lord Jehovah as in the beginning, was, 
is, and ever ſhall be? He giveth not the 


Spirit by meaſure to them who diligently 
ſeek in the way he has commanded; to 
ſome more, to ſome leſs, as ſeemeth geo 
to his own wiſe, purpoſes. And who all 
ſay unto him, What haſt; thou done? 
Thou mayeſt ſay, Why do not theſe 
pretenders to ſpiritual knowledge ſhew 

| vs 
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us Miracles, as the apoſtles of our Lord 
did, to eſtabliſh their doctrine? To this 
I. anſwer, Thou haſt all the miracles 
thou wilt have in the parable of our 
Lord, Luke chap. xvi. ver. 19. to the end. | 
And as Abraham ſaid to Dives, ſo ſay 
] to. thee: ** Thou haſt Moſes and the 
prophets ; ”” thou haſt Chriſt and his 
apoſtles ; and by faith thou haſt or might 
have ſeen all their miracles. . Remember 
our Lord's words to St. Thomas, Be- 
cauſe thou haſt ſeen, thou believeſt: 
bleſſed are they which have not ſeen, 
and yet have believed.” Therefore reſt i 
aſſured, thou wilt have no more miracles | 1 
till our Lord deſcend from heaven with | 
his mighty angels, taking vengeance. on 
all unbelievers; then wilt thou have 
miracles enough-to thy everlaſting woe. _— 
Hear what the Holy Spirit ſaith under | 
the opening of the ſixth ſeal. „ And 4vz 
1 bcheld, when he had opened the 
ſixth ſeal, and lo there was a great earth- - 
quake; and the ſun became black as 
ſackcloth of hair, and the moon became 
as blood; and the ſtars of heaven fell 
„ ct G . unto 
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unto the earth, even as a fig-tree caſteth 
her untimely figs when ſhe is ſhaken of 
a mighty wind: and the heavens de- 


parted as a ſcroll when it is rolled to- 


gether, and every mountain and iſland 


were moved out of their places, and the 


kings of the earth, and the great men, 


and the rich men, and the chief captains, 


and the mighty men, and every bond- 
man, and every freeman hid themſelves 
in the dens, and in the rocks of the 
mountains, and ſaid to the mountains 
and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from

righteous are thy judgments. And the 


fourth aijgel poured aut his vial upon 
the ſun, and power was given unto him 
to ſcoreh men with ſire, and men were 
ſcorched with great heat, and blaſphemed 


the name ef God; which hath power 


ever theſe plagues, and they repented 
not to give him glory. 

„ And the fifth angel poured pus 
his vial upon the ſegs of the beaſts and 
his kingdom was full of darkneſs, and

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they gnawed their tongues for pain, and 
blaſphemed the God of heaven becauſe. 
of their pains and their ſores, and re- 


pented not of their deeds. And the fixth 
angel poured out his vial upon the great 


river Euphrates, and the water thereof 


was dried up, that the way of the kings 
of the Eaſt might be prepared. And 
J faw three unclean ſpirits, like frogs, 
come out of the mouth of the 'dragon, 


and out of the mouth of the beaſt, and 


out of the mouth of the falſe prophet; for 
they are the ſpirits of devils working mi- 
racles, which go forth unto the kings of 
the earth, and of the whole world, to 
gather them to the battle of the great 
day of God Almighty.“ And he opened 
the bottomleſs pit. This bottomleſs pit 
I perceive to be the burning mountain. 
J ſpeak this by permiſſion ; but I think 
I have the ſpirit of Chriſt. And there 
- aroſe a ſmake out of the pit as a ſmoke 
of a great furnace; and there came out 
of the ſmoke locuſts upon the earth, and 
unto them was given power, as the ſcor - 
pions of the earth have power; and it 


Es SAR was 
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was commanded: them that they ſhould : 
not hurt the graſs of the earth, neither 1 
any green thing, but only thoſe men 
which have not the ſeal of God in their 
foreheads; and that they ſhould not kill 
them, but that they ſhould be tormented 
five months; and their torment” was ' as 
the torment of à ſcorpion when he ſtri- 
keth a man. And in thoſe days men 
ſhall ſeek death; and ſhall not find it; 1 
and ſhall deſire to die, and death ſhall | 
flee from them. Theſe locuſts have tails | 
like unto ſcorpions, and their ſtings were 
in their tails, and their power was to hurt f 
men five months.“ | . 
Various more are the prophecies'which 1 
muſt be fulfilled at our Lord's ſecond 
coming, both out of the Old and New 
Teſtament : but, I hope, what I have 
opened will ſuffice, to be a guide to al! 1 
thoſe who ſearch the ſcriptures with true 1 
faith, and are making ready to meet the | 
Lord, and be found in him. And for 
your fuller inſtruction, to ſee the diſmal 
fall of this myſtery, Babylon pride, that 


reigns ſo much among us, read atten- 
tively 
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Lively the ſeventeenth and eighteenth 
chapters of the Revelation of St. John; 
and for your true knowledge of thoſe 
whom the angel will ſeal in their fore- 


heads, to eſcape the diſmal woes that are 


.coming upan the earth, read attentively 
the ſeventh chapter of the Revelation, 


and you will there find out, of every 


tribe of the diſperſed Iſraelites, as well as 


Chriſtians of all denominations, who, 
through great tribulation, have waſhed 


their robes, and made them white in the 


blood of the Lamb. And in the four- 
teenth chapter you will find, + A Lamb 
ſtood on the mount Sian, and with him 


an hundred and forty and four thouſand, 


having their Father's name written in 


their foreheads, and they ſung as it were 


a new ſong before the thrane, and before 


the four beaſts, and before the elders; 


and no man could learn that ſong but 


the hundred and forty and four thouſand, 


which were redeemed from the earth. 


Theſe are they which were not defiled 
with women, for they are virgins : theſe 


are they which follow the Lamb whither- 


ſoever

ſoevet he goeth: theſe were redeemed 


from among men, being the firſt fruits 


unto God and to the Lamb; and in their 


mouth was found no guile, for they are 


without fault before the throne of God.“ 


Theſe holy innocent lambs are they 


which were fo barbarouſly flain by 
wretched Herod in their infancy, think- 


ing thereby he might have flain our Lord 
in his infancy. 

« And I faw an angel come tdi from 
heaven, having the key of the bottomleſs 
pit, and a great chain in his hand; and 
he laid hold on the dragon, that old ſer« 
pent, which is the devil and fatan, and 
bound him a thouſand years, and caſt 
him into the bottomleſs pit, and ſhut 


him up, and ſet a feal upon him, that 
he ſhould deceive the nations no more, 


till the thouſand years ſhould be ful- 


filled; and after that he muſt be looſed 


a little ſeaſon. And I faw thrones, 
and they fat upon them, and judgment 


ſouls of them that were beheaded for the 
witneſs of Jeſus, and for the word of 
God, 


was given unto chem; and I faw the 
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God, and which had not worſhipped the 
beaſt, neither his image, neither had 
received his mark upon their foreheads, 
or in their hands; and they lived and 
reigned with Chriſt a thouſand years. 
But the reſt of the dead lived not until 
the thouſand years were fniſhed. _ 

Note here, that none but ſaints and 


1 who have ſtood firm in the 


teſtimony of the holy ſcriptures, the 
word of God, ſhall. be raiſed from the 


dead at our Lord's ſecond coming; the 


reſt muſt remain till the laſt and general 
reſurrection, when our Lord ſhall call 
forth to judgment. 

Thus 1 have ſhewn you what our Lord 
calls the firſt reſurrection. And . blefled 
and holy is he that hath part in the 
firſt reſurrection; on ſuch the ſecond 
death hath no power; but they ſhall be 
prieſts of God and of Chriſt, and ſhall 
reign with him a thouſand years. 

Thus have I endeavoured to open to 


| the world theſe prophecies, which muſt

all be fulfilled - at. our Lord's coming, 


which muſt be under the fixth. ſeal, 
Py fixth 


— 
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ſixth period, or ſix thouſand years.” Thou 

wilt ſay, according to the calculation 
or traditions of men, we have two hun- 
dred and eighteen years to come of the 
ſix thouſand years. But, I have before 
obſerved, I follow not the traditions or 
calculations of men, but hope to con- 
vince thee by prophecy under the ſeventh 
ſeal, that ſuch traditions, are erroneous 3 
therefore I adviſe thee, whoever thou 
art, to make ready, ag thou cannot be 
too ſoon prepared for this awful event. 
Hear the words of our Lord, Behold, 

I come as a thief. Blefled is he that 
watcheth and keepeth his garments, left 
he walk naked, and they ſee. his ſhame. 
Behold, I come quickly. Bleſſed is he 
that keepeth the ee, of the e 
of this book.“ 


But what ſhall we, poor mortals, ſay 
To him who. bears the heav i nly ſway ? 
Still in his merits may we boaſt. 
of 00 who: HEE the hee? wy Hato 
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Though dead in Adam we all lay, 
Vet in Chriſt's love we ſing and pray: 
H hell and devils us ſurround, 
Vet in his ſtrength may we be crown'd ! 


I will next endeavour to open thoſe 
prophecies which will be fulfilled under 
the ſeventh' ſeal. 

„And when he had opened the, 
ſeventh ſeal, there was filence in heaven 
for about half an hour. And 1 ſaw the 
ſeven angels which ſtood before God, 
and to them were given ſeven trumpets.

And after 
this I beheld, and lo a great multitude, 
which no man could number, of all 
nations and 1 kind reds and people and

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| tongues ſtood before the throne, - and 
before the Lamb, clothed - with white 
robes, and palms in their hands; and 
they cried with a loud voice, ſayings 
Salvation to our God which ſitteth upon 
the throne, and unto the Lamb! And 
all the angels ſtogd- round about the 
throne, and about the elders, and fell 
before the throne on their , faces, and 

worſhipped God, faying, Amen: Blefl- 
ing and glory and wiſdom: and thankſ- 
giving and honour and might be unto 
our God for ever and ever, Amen. And 
one of the elders ſaid unto me, What 
are theſe which are aryed in White 
robes, and whence cane they? And 
I ſaid unto; him, Sir, thou knoweſt. 
And he faid to me, Theſe are they which 
came out of great tribulation, ' and have 
wathed their robes and made them white 
in the blood of the Lamb: therefore are 
they before the throne of God, and ſerve 
him day and night in his temple” And 
he that fitteth on the throne” ſhall dwell 
among them. They tall hunger no

gold, the new Jeruſalem, whoſe builder 
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more, neither thirſt any more; neither 
ſhall the ſun light on them, nor any 
heat; for the Lamb which is in the 


midſt of the throne ſhall feed them, and 


ſhall lead them unto living fountains of 
waters; and God r wipe en alt 
tears from their eyes.“

- Therefore I am not ſent to 
contend with the different opinions that 
have ariſen in the churches, but rather to 
admoniſh all, who have embraced his 
divine word in the holy ſcriptures, which 
infinite Wiſdom has given us all as 2 
light to our feet and; a lantern to our 
paths. And all thoſe of different opinions 
that ariſe amongſt us, are apt to think 
their own way beſt; but all ur pretences 
will little avail, if we have not through 
_ tribulation denied ourſelves, taken up our 
eroſs and followed Chriſt, in the way he 
and his apoſtles have directed us. And 
this wants no Univerſity education: it 


wants an humble ſpirit and a cohtrite 


heart. Theſe, faith the Lotd; I will in 
no wiſe caſt out. For your fuller ins 
ſtruction in the kingdom of God and his 
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New Jeruſalem, read Rev. xxi. 10. to the 


end, and chap. xxu. with this caution, 
that though line be upon line, and pre- 
cept upon precept; yet it is but here a 
little, and there a little. Infinite Wiſdom 
ſees it expedient that we his creatures 
ſhould obey him, our all-wiſe Creator, in 
ſearching his divine will as he hath com- 


| manded us. And this is not to be found 


in earthly wiſdom or learning, in the 
traditions of men.

I hope I have faid anda to convinee 
my readers of the true diſtinction of the

The little book which St. John was com- 
manded to eat up, and not to write from, 
will ſurely be the contents of the pro-

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be after our Lord reigns over his church 
in mount Sion. But our Lord has opened 
to us thoſe heavy judgments that will 
come upon the earth as forerunners of his 
general judgment, as well as thoſe under 
the ſixth ſeal. But as thoſe do not ſo much 
concern us, I mention them, in hopes by 
this key my reader may be able to make 
a true diſtinction betwixt what judgments 
will fall at the cloſe of the ſixth ſeal, and 
thoſe at the cloſe of the ſeventh ſeal. 


Hear the words of the apoſtle Paul, 
1 Cor. xv. 23. But every man in his 
own order ;- Chriſt the firſt fruits ; after- 
ward they that are Chriſt's, at his ſe- 
cond coming; for he muſt reign « over his 
church till all enemies are put under his 
feet, that is, till he has paſſed ſentence, 
at his awful and general judgment, upon 
all the ſons and daughters of Adam. 


Then ſhall he deliver up the kingdom, 


that is, his church, upon mount Sion, to 
God the Father, that God may be all in 
all. Then ſhall all thoſe who have con- 
quered this wretched myſtery, Babylon

pride, and are found in him, enter into 
that glorious city, that eternal felicity, 
which is out of the power of carthly 
mortals to expreſs. 

O wretched myſtery Babylon pride ! 
what haſt thou done! By thy inſinuating 
_ deluſions prevailed with creatures, in all 
ages of the world, to rebel againſt their 
Almighty Creator, and haſt provoked in- 
finite mercy and juſtice to caſt angels out 
of heaven, Adam and Eve out of Paradiſe; 
a deluge to deſtroy the inhabitants of the 

earth, except Noah and his family ; fire 
and brunſtene from heaven, to deſtroy 
whole cities with the inhabitants; others 
to be ſwallowed up by earthquakes, 
others by fire, ſword, peſtilence and fa- 
mine, and art now putting all the na- 
tions upon the earth in arms, commo- 
tions-and tribulations. Now this myſ- 
tery pride took her riſe with the dragon 
in heaven, which he inſinuated into 
Adam and all his poſterity, ſo that pride 
dwells in every man and woman upon 
earth. Now how is this to be conquered ? 
Verily 
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Verily by humility. So that every one 
has this warfare in his own breaſt, and 
which ever proves predominant, - proves 
the maſter which he ſerves, whether 
God or Mammon. Did. not our Lord 
I the devil by humility ? So muſt 

But this humility muſt be paid to 
Goat not to man. He that pays humility 
to man in this ſenſe, 3 is an idalater; he 
that receiveth it, is an idel. I am fear- 
ful this fatal miſtake is too much in 
practiee. In this ſenſe our Lord tells us, 
4 It is eafier for a camel to go through 
the eye of a needle, than for a rich man 
to go into the kingdom of heaven.” Not 
that the riches in themſelves are evil, 
but it is the pride that ariſeth from him 
who is the poſſeſſor, which cauſeth him 
to expect humility from his poorer bro- 
ther. The ſame may be ſaid of learning. 
1 profeſs myſclf a member of Chrift's 
myſtical body. Are not all his elect the 
fame ? Where then is boaſting Honour 
by due to every man, as he is made in the 
image of God. A double honour is due 


to 
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to all who bear office in church or ſtate. 
Honour is due to all ranks of men, for 
the ſake of ſubordination ;. but this does 
not conſiſt with humility ; for our God 
is a Jealous: God, therefore we muſt; be 
careful how we honour man, as he 1s but 
ſteward or agent under divine Providence 
for our good. And herein it is, that in 
honouring man we honour, God the Fa- 
ther; the ſame in obedience, which is 
due to all who have authority from the 
word of God to command, and the ſame 
caution how both are to be executed, as 
all muſt center in one and the ſame, our 
almighty Creator, who has all power to 
command, and the ſame to be obeyed. 
Whatever conſtruction may be put 


upon theſe my weak endeavours, I know | 


not; but am bold to ſay, that thoſe wha 


have overcome this myſtery pride, taken | 


up their croſs and followed Chriſt, as the 
ſcriptures dire& us, their lot will be more 
glorious than any mortal upon earth can 
expreſs: ſo will the woes of hell fire and 
brimſtone be more miſerable in the gulf 


of 
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of perdition than earthly mortals can 
expreſs. Therefore whoever» thou art, 
prince or beggar,” learned or unlearhed, 
high or low, rich or poor, thou muſt 
haye thy eternal lot in one of theſe. 

Remember the prophet Iſaiab. The 
learned and unlearned were both allke in 
the dark. One could not open the ſeals, 
the other could not read the book: ſo 
here is work for both. He that can read 
his Bible by true humility to God, may 
ſee the contents of what is here offered. 
And the moſt learned, without the ſame 
humility, cannot approach it. 

It may be ſaid, here are none of our beſt: 
authors quoted to, vindicate this dogrine. 
But did our Lord and his apoſtles defend 
their doctrine by the traditions of the 
Scribes and Phariſees, or by Moſes and 
the Prophets? Or did St. Paul, defend 
his doctrine to the Gentile world by the 
traditions of the philoſophers, or by the 
light of nature which God. had given them: 
as a law? No more dare I follow the 
traditions of men in what I here offer.
